REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest the use of the claimed chemical disinfectant at temperatures 
of 90-100 °C for the disinfection of endoscopes, which are known to be thermolabile 
(sensitive to high temperatures). For example, US 2005/0054545 to Biehng et al. 
discloses in paragraph [0002] that the "thermal disinfection preferred for medical 
apparatus and instruments cannot be carried out here because endoscopes are 
produced in part from heat-sensitive materials. With chemothermal treatment, it should 
be remembered that... endoscopes... withstand at most temperatures to 70 °C without 
being damaged. It should also be remembered that a number of existing metal parts 
are susceptible to corrosion...." Furthermore, US 5,234,832 to Disch et al. discloses a 
process for "heat" disinfection of sensitive medical instruments such as endoscopes 
wherein the instruments are treated with a chemical disinfectant at 55-65 °C. See 
Abstract. Thus, the prior art teaches that when using a chemical disinfectant, one would 
not be motivated to do so at a temperature of 90-100 °C as doing so would cause 
damage or corrosion to the endoscope.
